EDITORIAL    COMMENT 


Alumni   Fund— 19th  Year 

The  passage  of  time,  always  relentless,  causes  one 
often  to  be  amazed  when  he  stops  to  think  and  recall 
how  many  years  have  elapsed  since  some  event  or  hap- 
pening. Such  is  the  case  with  the  writer  of  this  brief 
comment  regarding  the  next  Alumni  Fund  when  he 
realizes  that  this,  the  19th  Alumni  Fund,  is  now  in 
operation.  The  success  of  the  18th  should  inspire  us  to 
endeavor  to  surpass  what  was  accomplished  in  that  fund. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Alumni  Association,  Mr.  P. 
Tulane  Atkinson,  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Alumni  Association  at  the  Com- 
mencement on  June  2,  reported  that 
$39,521.9"  had  been  contributed  by 
1528  alumni  [later  increased  to 
$40,101.00  from  1542  alumni]  as 
compared  to  $33,284  from  the  pre- 
ceding Fund  from  1100  contributors. 
The  increase  of  $6,237  [$6,817]  over 
that  contributed  the  preceding  year 
is  due  largely  to  the  indefatigable 
work  of  Fund  Chairman  E.  T.  Maben, 
'27,  and  his  co-worker,  Senator  W.  B. 
Spong,  Jr.,  '41.  Of  course  those  in  the 
Alumni  Office  continued  the  fine  work 
for  which  the  office  has  been  noted. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  interest 
of  the  alumni  and  the  way  they  show 
their  interest  in  contributing  to  the 
Fund  has  a  strong  bearing  on  what 
others  contribute  to  the  College,  par- 
ticularly with  reference  to  founda- 
tions from  which  the  College  seeks 
to  obtain  financial  support.  Now  that 
campaigns  are  in  progress  to  raise 
$10,000,000  by  1976,  which  will  be 
the  occasion  of  the  celebration  of  the  200th  anniversary 
of  the  founding  of  the  College,  it  is  especially  important 
that  the  contribution  from  the  alumni  should  be  out- 
standing. We  confidently  expect  that  the  response  this 
year  will  be  generous  and  that  the  number  of  those 
contributing  will  be  greater  than  ever  before. 
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Wilson  continued  to  reside  at  their  home  at  Hampden- 
Svdnev,  where  they  have  added  much  to  the  life  of  the 
Hill. 

Dr.  Wilson  was  a  teacher  of  great  ability,  and  the 
opportunity  to  study  Greek  under  him  attracted  many 
students  to  take  up  the  study  of  that  language  under 
I i is  tutelage.  Former  pupils  of  his  on  returning  to  the 
College  made  a  point  of  visiting  Dr.  Wilson.  His  friend- 
liness and  his  cheerfulness  meant  much,  not  only  to  the 
students  but  to  all  of  the  residents  of  the  Hill.  As  Dean, 
he  carried  on  his  work  with  marked  efficiency,  and  while 
considerate  and  courteous  to  his  stu- 
dents, at  the  same  time  he  was  not 
disposed  to  permit  them  to  neglect 
their  work.  His  cheerful  nature,  his 
cordial  and  genial  greeting,  brought 
pleasure  to  all  those  with  whom  he 
came  in  contact. 

The  only  child  of  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Wilson  was  David  Spencer  Wilson. 
who,  after  several  years  at  the  College, 
entered  the  Naval  Academy  at  An- 
napolis, from  which  he  graduated. 
Later  he  entered  into  submarine  train- 
ing, and  in  World  War  II  the  sub- 
marine on  which  he  was  an  officer 
went  to  the  bottom  in  the  Pacific  with 
all  on  board,  except  one  survivor.  The 
courage,  fortitude,  and  patience  with 
which  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Wilson  bore  this 
tragic  loss  of  their  son  won  the  ad- 
miration of  the  whole  College  com- 
munity and  of  their  many  friends 
everywhere. 

Dr.  Wilson  is  being  greatly  missed 
and  his  loss  will  be  keenly  felt  for 
many  years  to  come.  It  will  be  a  great 
satisfaction  to  the  College  and  community  if  Mrs.  Wil- 
son will  continue  her  home  here  at  Hampden-Sydney, 
and  it  is  thought  that  she  will  do  so.

Death   of   Dr.   David 
Cooper  Wilson 


The  College  community  was  shocked  at  the  sudden 
death  on  July  17th  of  Dr.  David  Cooper  Wilson,  long 
an  able  professor  of  Greek  at  the  College  —  from  1923 
to  1957  --  and  dean  from  1939  to  1954.  Dr.  Wilson 
retired  at  the  close  of  the  1957  session,  but  he  and  Mrs.

Supreme  Court  of  Appeals 

Upon  the  sudden  death  of  Chief  Justice  E.  W. 
Hudgins  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  of  Virginia 
in  duly,  John  William  Eggleston,  of  the  Class  of  '06, 
who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Court  since  his  ap- 
pointment by  Governor  Peery  in  1935.  succeeding  the 
late  Louis  S'.  Epes  of  the  Class  of  1900.  became  Chief 
Justice,  successor  to  Judge  Hudgins.

John  William  Bggleston.  after  two  years  at  llaiupdeii- 
Sy.Iih'y.  entered  Washington  and  Lee.  where  he  re- 
ceived the  degT 1'  A.B.  in  1906,  A.M.  in  190?.  his 

law  degree  in  1910.  ami  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Laws  in  1949  —  a  most  unusual  record.  While  work- 
inn'  for  his  law  degree,  he  taught  at  Washington  and 
Lee.  and  also  taught  at  McGuire's  School  in  Richmond 
for  one  year.  He  commenced  the  practice  of  law  in  Nor- 
folk in  L910  and  practiced  his  profession  in  that  city 
witli  great  success  until  appointed  to  the  Supreme  Court 
by  Governor  Peery.  In  1932  he  was  elected  to  the  Vir- 
ginia Senate,  where  lie  at  once  took  a  position  of  leader- 
ship, serving  until  1935,  when  he  went  on  the  bench  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals.  While  in  the  Senate  he 
was  Chairman  of  the  Commission  that  drafted  the  Vir- 
ginia Alcoholic  Keverage  and  Control  Act  after  the 
repeal  of  prohibition.  Justice  Eggleston  always  felt  that 
this  was  his  chief  accomplishment  while  in  the  Senate. 
IN-  .lose  friend.  Honorable  Colgate  W.  Darden,  later 
Governor  of  Virginia,  cooperated  with  him  in  this  im- 
portant piece  of  legislation.  This  law  was  drawn  with 
the  most  meticulous  effort,  care,  and  study.  It  was  a 
monumental  wmk  which  has  served  as  a  model  for 
beverage  control  laws  of  other  states. 

As  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  of  Vir- 
ginia. Judge  Eggleston  has  been  outstanding  and  has 
delivered  a  number  of  opinions  in  highly  important 
cases.  lie  has  been  remarkable  for  the  clarity  of  these 
opinions  and  his  ability  to  avoid  unnecessary  length 
hut  at  the  same  time  to  cover  the  ground  with  great 
thoroughness. 

Justice  Eggleston  married  Miss  Ella  Watkins  Car- 
rington  of  Charlotte  County,  daughter  of  J.  Cullen 
Carrington,  for  many  years  Clerk  of  Charlotte,  on  Oc- 
tober 15,  1912.  Hi'  has  two  daughters,  Mrs.  William 
Perry  Moore,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  William  Thompson  Barron, 
both  of  Norfolk.  Justice  Eggleston  is  an  elder  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 
Omicron  Delta  Kappa,  Kappa  Sigma,  and  Phi  Delta 
Phi.  His  father  was  Honorable  David  Quinn  "Eggleston 
of  Charlotte  County.  Class  of  ';?.  a  member  of  the 
Senate  of  Virginia,  the  Constitutional  Convention  of 
1902.  and  for  many  years  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Virginia.  The  Eggleston  family  has  sent  a 
number  of  students  to  Hampden-Sydney.  among  them 
a  kinsman  of  Justice  Eggleston.  Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston. 
for  twenty  years  one  of  Ilanipden-Sydney's  outstanding 
presidents. 

Justice  Eggleston  will  preside  with  great  dignity  as 
Chief  Justice,  will  be  an  honor  to  the  Court,  and  add 
further  lustre  to  Hampden-Sydney  College.

Hampden-Sydney   Receives 
$250,000  Bequest 

A  bequest  of  about  $350,000  has  come  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  from  the  estate  of  Francis  B.  Converse 
of  Westport,  Connecticut,  who  died  June  6  (see 
Necrology,  p.  22).  His  wife  died  earlier  this  year.  Mr. 
Converse,  a  native  of  Louisville.  Kentucky,  received  his 
A.B.  degree  from  Hampden-Sydney  in   1890. 

The  legacy  contained  no  restrictions  on  the  use  of  the 
fund  by  the  College. 

Also  specifically  willed  to  Hampden-Sydney  was  an 
early  19th-century  grandfather's  cluck  from  the  home 
of  Dr.  George  William  Pollard  of  Hanover  County,  who 
was  graduated  from  the  College  in  1833.  The  clock 
will  be  suitably  inscribed  and  placed  on  exhibition. 

President  Joseph  C.  Robert  said  of  the  bequest:  "Here 
at  Hampden-Sydney  we  are  greatly  mined  by  this  testi- 
mony of  the  faith  which  Mr.  Converse  had  in  his  Col- 
lege. It  was  my  privilege  to  know  both  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Converse  in  their  last  years,  and  I  found  them  enthusi- 
astic about  our  program  of  emphasis  on  the  basic  arts 
and  sciences.  They  were  charming  and  brilliant  people 
who  wanted  to  insure  as  best  they  could  the  continued 
excellence  of  the  school  in  which  Mr.  Converse  was  edu- 
cated. Mrs.  Converse,  whose  death  preceded  that  of  her 
husband  by  several  months,  shared  his  admiration  for 
Hampden-Sydney    College." 

Dr.  Robert  also  expressed  his  appreciation  of  Mr. 
Converse's  confidence  in  the  Hampden-Sydney  trustees 
in  that  there  were  no  restrictions  placed  on  the  use 
of  the  funds  bequeathed. 


Four  New  Trustees   Elected 

Four  men  entered  on  terms  as  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  this  summer. 
They  are  Edward  L.  Breeden,  Jr.,  '26 ;  Lewis  G. 
Chewning,  '27  ;  George  Gilmer  Craddock,  '38;  and  Dr. 
James  A.  Jones.  Dr.  E.  B.  McGukin  has  been  elected  to 
a  second  five-year  term. 

Mr.  Breeden  is  a  native  of  Norfolk,  Virginia.  He 
represents  the  second  Senatorial  District  in  the  State 
Legislature.  After  attending  Hampden-Sydney  and 
George  Washington  University,  he  returned  to  Norfolk, 
wdiere  he  has  enjoyed  many  years  of  successful  law 
practice.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
U.  S.  As  a  member  of  the  House  of  Delegates  from 
1936  to  1942.  Mr.  Breeden  served  on  various  important 
state  committees.  He  has  recently  been  appointed  by 
Governor  Almond  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  James- 
town Foundation.  Last  year  he  was  the  president  of 
the  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  Association. 

Mr.  Chewning  returns  to  the  hoard  after  a  year's 
absence.  He  is  an  elder  and  a  trustee  of  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  Richmond,  Virginia.  An  outstand- 
ing  leader   in   church   and   civic   affairs.   Mr.    Chewning 


serves  as  a  director  of  the  Virginia  Trust  Company, 
the  Virginia  Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Company,  the 
Richmond  Memorial  Hospital,  and  the  Richmond  Foun- 
dation. He  has  served  as  president  of  various  civic  and 
state  organizations  and  associations.  At  the  present 
time  he  is  president  of  the  Virginia  Folding  Box  Com- 
pany, Incorporated,  in  Richmond. 

Mr.  Craddock  is  Sales  Manager  of  Craddock-Terry 
Shoe  Corporation  in  Lynchburg.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  and  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Deacons.  He  plays  an  outstanding  role  in  civic  af- 
fairs and  has  been  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  Lynchburg  Community  Chest,  the  Y.M.C.A.,  and 
the  Kiwanis  Club. 

Dr.  Jones,  President  of  Union  Theological  Seminary 
in  Richmond,  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  leading  church- 
men of  the  country.  His  election  to  the  board  serves 
to  strengthen  the  ties  which  have  always  existed  between 
the  college  and  the  seminary.  Before  coming  to  Rich- 
mond, Dr.  Jones  held  pastorates  at  the  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  Henderson.  North  Carolina,  and  at  the 
Myers  Park  Presbyterian  Church  in  Charlotte.  He  is  a 
former  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  and 
has  held  many  important  positions  in  the  organization 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  Dr.  Jones  also  serves 
as  a  trustee  of  Davidson  College  and  Queens  College  in 
North  Carolina. 

Dr.  McGukin,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Lynchburg,  begins  his  second  term  on  the  board.  He 
is  a  native  of  Hart  well,  Georgia,  and  is  a  graduate  of 
Davidson  College.  He  received  his  B.D.  degree  from 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  1929.  Former  past- 
orates include  those  at  Lafayette  Church  in  Norfolk, 
First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Winchester,  Virginia,  and 
the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Knoxville,  Tennessee. 
Dr.  McGukin  has  served  as  a  member  of  Synod's  Coun- 
cil on  Higher  Education  and  other  committees  of  the 
Synod  of  Virginia  and  of  Appomattox  Presbytery. 

Those  whose  terms  have  expired  are  Dr.  Frank  S. 
Johns,  '08,  wdio  was  appointed  in  1928  and  served  as 
Chairman  since  1938;  the  Honorable  A.  C.  Buchanan, 
appointed  in  1928:  A.  Fuller  Patton,  '04,  appointed  in 
1938;  and  Dr.  William  T.  Pugh,  '23,  appointed  in  1938. 
There  is  no  way  to  express  adequate  appreciation  to 
these  men  for  their  contribution  in  service  and  support- 
to  Hampden-Sydney.  The  college  will  ever  be  grateful 
'o  them  for  their  leadership. 


H-S  Selected  by   Fellowships 
Fund 

Hampden-Sydne?  College  has  been  named  by  the 
Southern  Fellowships  Fund  as  one  of  30  colleges  and 
universities  which  will  participate  in  the  College  Teach- 
ing Career  Fellowships  Program  for  1959-60.  The  pro- 
gram, one  of  several  sponsored  by  the  Fund,  offers  sub- 
stantial financial  aid  for  graduate  work  to  qualified 
seniors  in  this  select  group  of  colleges. 
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The  College  Teaching  Career  Fellowships  for  1959- 
60  will  be  given  to  a  limited  number  of  young  men 
and  women  who  are  enrolled  as  seniors  in  the  30 
selected  institutions  of  higher  learning  within  the  area. 
The  awards  arc  reserved  for  students  who  wish  to  pre- 
pare themselves,  through  graduate  study,  for  a  career  of 
teaching  in  southern  colleges  and  universities.  Students 
selected  must  rank  high  among  those  who  are  scheduled 
to  receive  their  bachelor's  degree  in  June  of  1959;  must 
show  evidence  of  academic  ability  and  personal  qualities 
which  give  promise  of  distinguished  performance  in 
graduate  work  in  the  basic  biological  and  physical 
sciences,  the  social  sciences,  or  the  humanities:  and  must 
be  recommended  by  a  faculty  committee. 

Grants  by  the  Fund  are  for  one  year,  but  may  be 
renewed  for  a  second  and  a  third  year  if  the  work 
of  the  student  is  of  high  quality.  The  initial  stipend 
of  $1000  plus  tuition  and  fees  is  increased  each  year 
the  scholarship  is  renewed. 

The  Southern  Fellowships  Fund  is  an  agency  of  the 
Council  of  Southern  Universities.  Inc.,  and  offers  fellow- 
ships and  grants-in-aid  to  faculty  members  as  well  as 
students  in  fourteen  southern  states.  The  objective  of 
the  Fund  is  to  advance  teaching  and  scholarship  in 
colleges  and  universities  in  the  southern  area. 


Wilson    Memorial    Fund 

The  unexpected  death  of  Dr.  David  Cooper 
Wilson  on  July  17,  1958,  brought  a  sharp  sense 
of  irreplaceable  less  not  only  to  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  community,  but  to  all  alumni  who  had 
known  Dr.  Wilson  as  dean  of  the  College  or  as 
professor  of  Greek.  He  was  of  that  rare  vintage 
which  makes  the  personality  of  a  school. 

To  help  keep  green  the  memory  of  this  lovable 
and  illustrious  man,  a  movement  has  been  in- 
stituted to  establish  a  David  C.  Wilson  Memorial 
Greek  Prize.  Funds  contributed  by  alumni  and 
friends  will  be  invested  to  provide  an  annual 
cash  award  to  the  top-ranking  student  in  second- 
year  Greek.  Presentation  will  be  at  a  student 
assembly  in  the  Fall  of  each  year. 

Contributions  should  be  designated  for  the 
Wilson  Memorial  Fund.  They  may  be  sent  to 
the  Alumni  Office  at  Hampden-Sydney. 


Annual    Report    of    Gifts 

Total  gifts  to  Hampden-Sydney  in  1957-58  set  a  new 
high  for  the  college  in  a  non-campaign  year.  The  total 
reported  on  June  30,  1958,  exceeded  $410,000. 

Largest  single  amount  came  from  the  estate  of  Mr. 
George  II.  Alexander  of  Norfolk.  The  $234,000  received 
from  the  estate  is  one  of  the  largest  amounts  ever  re- 
ceived   in   tl ne   hundred   eighty-two  year   history   of 

the  college.  The  hulk  of  the  money  is  to  be  placed  in  the 


college  endowment  and  income  may  be  used  as  the 
Board  of  Trustees  directs.  The  only  exception  is  that  a 
scholarship  of  $500,  to  be  known  as  the  George  H. 
and  Minnie  Bailey  Alexander  Scholarship,  shall  be 
awarded  annually. 

A  second  feature  of  the  report  was  an  increase  of 
43.6%  in  the  number  of  alumni  contributing  to  the 
Alumni  Fund.  Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  E.  T. 
Maben  of  Richmond  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Spong,  Jr..  of  Ports- 
mouth, co-chairmen  of  the  fund.  1582  alumni  gave  this 
year  as  compared  with  1100  last  year.  The  percentage 
of  alumni  contributing  (39%)  compared  favorably  with 
similar  institutions  throughout  the  nation.  The  total 
amount  contributed  was  $10,101.  an  increase  of  more 
than  $6,000  over  last  year. 

Total  gifts  for  operating  purposes  reached 
$122,894.08.

Much  favorable  comment  has  been  evoked  by  a  small 
and  handsome  folder,  also  prepared  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Dunseth.  setting  forth  the  aims,  program,  hopes, 
and  achievements  of  the  College.  It  has  received  the 
ultimate  compliment  of  serving  as  a  model  for  a  similar 
brochure  bv  a  college  in  the  Southwest.

Football 

The  1958  season  marks  the  third  year  that  Eobert 
J.  Thalman  has  been  at  the  helm  of  Hampden-Sydney 
football.  During  the  past  two  seasons  he  has  led  them 
to  fifteen  victories  in  eighteen  games.  His  teams  have 
been  champions  in  the  Mason-Dixon  Conference  two 
years  running,  and  in  the  Little  Eight  once.  The  1957 
record  of  eight  wins  and  one  loss  will  be  remembered 
as  one  of  the  finest  seasons  in  Hampden-Sydney  gridiron 
annals. 

Mr.  Thalman,  with  his  fine  staff  of  assistants,  Line 
Coach  Stokeley  Fulton,  '51,  End  Coach  Claude  Milam, 
'18,  and  Trainer  Mont  Linkenauger,  has  thus  continued 
the  fine  record  of  Tiger  teams  in  recent  years.  During 
the  past  three  seasons  the  Bengals  have  won  twenty- 
three  out  of  twenty-seven  contests,  a  feat  of  which  no 
other  team  in  the  Old  Dominion  can  boast.  In  the  past 
four  years  they  have  turned  out  seven  men  who  have  re- 
ceived Little  All  America  acclaim.  Stokeley  Fulton,  Ron 
Henry,  John  Hodges.  Bill  Lellew,  Jim  Fraser,  Bob 
Furr.  and  Bill  Benson  have  all  been  placed  on  one  or 
another  of  the  mythical  elevens.  The  truth  remains, 
however,  that  the  success  of  Hampden-Sydney  football 
teams  over  the  past  few  years  has  not  been  due  to  these 
super-stars,  but  to  a  combination  of  teamwork  and  ex- 
cellent coaching'  staffs. 

Of  the  many  fine  Bengal  teams  in  the  past  few  sea- 
sons, the  195?  aggregation  is  considered  by  many  as 
the  finest.  They  had  size,  speed,  and  depth  which  is 
seldom  found  on  a  small  college  eleven.  These  factors, 
along  with  the  coaching  staff  and  a  great  amount  of 
"guts,"  accounted  for  the  eight-and-one  mark. 

The  1958  season  will  be  well  under  way  when  this 
issue  of  The  Record  goes  into  the  mails.  Prospects  were 
good  in  early  September,  but  through  graduation  and 
academic  failure  twenty  men  had  been  lost  from  the 
squad,  including  eight  starters  and  thirteen  lettermen. 
Missing  were  the  first  two  centers,  the  first  two  guards, 
the  first  three  tackles,  two  ends,  two  quarterbacks,  the 
number  one  fullback,  and  two  halfbacks,  one  of  whom 
was  a  consistent  starter. 

However,  a  good  part  of  the  number  two  outfit  from 
the  1957  team  returned,  and  with  a  few  changes  the 
1958  gridders  could  field  a  team  conposed  entirely  of 
lettermen.  Reserve  strength  was  the  big  question.  The 
fine  crop  of  rookies  reporting  answered  the  question  of 
depth,  but  not  necessarily  that  of  quality,  since  they 
were  without  college  experience.  By  mid-October  that 
latter  question  should  have  been  answered.

THE   REV.   DR.  JAMES  A.  MILLARD,  JR.,  ':i-2 
".  .  .  thorough,  scholarly,  (t>nl  practical  knowledge.  .  ."' 

The  Reverend  James  A.  Millard.  Jr.,  A.B.  (H-S  '32), 
B.D.,  Th.M.,  Th.I)..  D.D.,  has  accepted  the  call  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.,  to 
become  its  stated  clerk  and  treasurer,  lie  was  unan- 
imously elected  by  the  1958  General  Assembly,  and  will 
take  office  July  25,  1959,  succeeding  Dr.  Eugene  Cramp- 
ton  Scott,  whii  has  reached  the  age  of  retirement. 

Dr.  .Millard,  after  pastorates  in  Virginia,  Louisiana, 
and  Arkansas,  went  to  Austin  Theological  Seminary, 
Texas,  in  L952  as  Professor  of  Practical  Theology,  and 
since  1955  lias  been  Professor  of  Homiletics  there. 

To  laymen,  it  may  he  confessed,  the  office  of  stated 
clerk  is  one  of  shadowy  functions  and  responsibilities. 
More  glamorous  and  prestige-laden  is  that  of  moderator 
of  the  Genera]  Assembly,  filled  by  annual  election;  hut 
continuity  anil  experience  in  office,  coupled  with  the 
nature  of  his  duties,  make  the  stated  clerk  the  key  man 
in  Presbyterian  church  organization.  To  quote  from  the 
report  of  the  Permanent  Committee  on  the  Office  of  the 
General  Assembly,  he  is  "the  only  salaried,  full-time 
officer  of  the  General  Assembly,"  and  so  "inevitably 
personifies,    in   the   besi   sense   of   the   term,   our   Church 

to    s ■    within     its    ranks    and    to    many    outside    its 

membership.  .  .  .  The  stated  clerk  has  an  incalculably 
vital  role  in  public  relations,  both  internally  and 
externally,  lie  can  he  our  most  cohesive  personality  and 
our  only  spokesman  who  can  interpret  our  Church  with 
the  advantage  of  continuity  in  office. 


"The  stated  clerk  is  the  chief  executive  of  the  head- 
quarters office  of  our  Church.  [He]  receives  and  distri- 
butes roughly  three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars  an- 
nually, directs  the  work  of  the  office  staff,  and  is  respon- 
sible for  publishing  at  least  two  yolumes  annually  of 
vital  importance  to  every  branch  and  cause  of  our 
Church." 

The  Committee  declared:  "The  stated  clerk's  con- 
stitutional and  parliamentary  duties  indicate  that  he 
should  possess  to  an  outstanding  degree  thorough, 
scholarly,  and  practical  knowledge  of  our  Presbyterian 
constitution,  heritage  and  views  and,  in  particular,  of 
our  own  Church's  development,  program,  and  proce- 
dures. To  this  knowledge  should  he  added  a  judicial 
temperament  and  a  capacity  for  painstaking  careful- 
ness in  attention  to  matters  id'  both  principle  and  de- 
tail." 

In  the  light  of  these  exacting  requirements,  the  Com- 
mittee unanimously  came  to  the  conclusion  that  "one 
person  stands  out  distinctly  as  being  highly  qualified  to 
serve  our  Church  as  the  next  stated  clerk  id'  the  Genera] 
Assembly.  This  one  is  Dr.  .lames  A.  Millard,  Jr." 

Dr.  Millard  was  born  in  Bristol,  Tennessee,  forty-six 
years  ago.  His  father,  who  has  been  a  ruling  elder  in 
the  synods  of  both  Appalachia  and  Virginia,  later 
moved  to  Richmond,  and  the  son  came  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  College.  Here  he  was  on  the  editorial  hoards 
of  the  llanipilen-Syclney  Tiger  and  the  Magazine,  a 
member  of  the  Union-Philanthropic  Literary  Society, 
and  a  leader  in  campus  Christian  life.  He  early  dis- 
played qualities  which  will  stand  him  in  good  stead  in 
his  new  office;  the  1932  Kaleidoscope  described  him  as 
"a  happy,  congenial  lad  .  .  .  one  of  the  type  which  can 
see  a  humorous  side  to  every  human  event.  .  .  .  At  the 
same  time,  he  has  a  distinct  bent  for  philosophic  thought 
and  is  the  nearest  approach  to  a  Plato  which  the  Class 
of  '32  has  to  offer.  In  scholastic  matters.  Jimmy  is  quite 
near  the  top ;  as  a  profound  thinker  he  easily  outclasses 
all  other  students." 

In  scholastic  matters,  he  was  indeed  near  enough  to 
the  top  to  graduate  magna  cum  laude,  second  honor  man 
in  his  class. 

From  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond,  Dr. 
Millard  received  the  degTees  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  in 
1935,  Master  of  Theology  in  1936,  and  Doctor  of 
Theology  in  1943.  The  title  of  his  doctoral  dissertation 
was  "Digest  of  Actions  of  the  General  Assembly.  Pres- 
byterian Church,  U".S.",  a  classified  enumeration  and 
condensation  of  all  the  thousands  of  actions  of  the 
General  Assembly  though  its  first  eighty-two  years  that 
"are  of  permanent  authority."  Arkansas  College  con- 
ferred the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  on 
him  in  1952. 

Before  going  to  Austin  Seminary.  Dr.  Millard  was 
pastor  of  the  Emporia  (Va.)  group  of  churches  (193H- 
t2).  the  Prytania  Street  Church  in  Xew  Orleans  (1942- 
t?  ),  and  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Hot  Springs. 
Arkansas  (1947-52).  He  has  been  a  member  of  the 
General  Assembly's  Permanent  Judicial  Committee,  and 
is  serving  on  the  Ad-Interim  Committee  to  Revise  the 
Book  of  Church  Order. 

Dr.  Millard  is  married  to  the  former  Miss  Sunshine 
Hooper.  They  have  three  daughters:  Eleanor.  Pamela, 
and  Lora.

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The  President's  Page 


To  the  Alumni: 


In  this  issue  of  The  Recoed  you  will  read  one  of  the 
most  exciting  stories  to  come  from  Hampden-Sydney 
in  a  long  time.  Certainly  t he  announcement  of  the  ten- 
million-dollar  development  program,  which  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  July  meeting, 
should  have  a  tremendous  influence  on  the  course  of 
events  at  this  great  college.  I  look  forward  to  seeing 
many  of  you  in  your  chapter  meetings  this  fall  and  to 
discussing  the  details  of  the  proposal  to  strengthen  the 
position  of  Hampden-Sydney  College. 

You  may  be  interested  in  knowing  something  of  the 
thinking  of  the  past  several  years  that  led  to  the  crea- 
tion of  this  bold  venture  in  which  we  are  all  partners. 
While  no  one  phrased  it  in  these  specific  words,  the 
question  uppermost  in  the  minds  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  has  been.  "What  must  be  done  if  we 
are  to  make  certain  that  Hampden-Sydney  will  main- 
tain its  position  as  one  of  the  great  colleges  of  America 
at  the  time  of  the  bicentennial  in  1976?"  Although  the 
basic  purposes  of  the  college  are  set  down  in  documents 
of  the  18th  Century,  these  purpose  may  be  carried  out 
must  effectively  if  our  methods  and  equipment  reflect 
the  best  of  modern  educational  thinking.  We  hold  high 
the  ancient  objectives  of  cultivating  the  mind  and  the 
spirit,  but  the  teacher  must  be  aided  by  the  most  modern 
devices  and  techniques. 

Furthermore,  in  response  to  the  growing  demand  for 
college  admission  from  groups  which  we  may  fairly 
claim  as  our  own.  the  trustees  have  decided,  as  already 
explained  in  these  pages,  that  eventually  our  numbers 
should  be  increased  from  400  to  600.  the  thoughtful 
judgment  of  the  Board,  however,  was  that  a  movement 
upwards  in  enrollment  should  follow  and  not  precede 
a  qualitative  strengthening  of  the  college. 

Now  what  are  the  steps  which  should  be  taken  be- 
tween 1958  and  1976  to  guarantee  that  Hampden- 
Sydney  as  an  institution  will  continue  to  embody  the 
ideals  of  1776? 

As  we  approach  the  problem  we  are  aware  of  certain 
critical  areas  of  operation.  The  first  is  the  employment 
unit  retention  of  uhle  professors.  We  are  fortunate  in 
having  a  long  tradition  of  great  teachers  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  and  this  pattern  we  mean  to  continue.  We  in- 
tend to  keep  the  great  teachers  we  now  have,  and  to 
increase  their  number  as  necessity  demands.  I  need  not 
elaborate  the  topic  of  salaries  for  teachers,  as  most  of 
you  are  well  aware  of  the  national  situation.  I  might 
note,  however,  that  we  have  already  made  considerable 
progress  in  our  program  to  reward  more  justly  those 
who  devote  their  lives  to  Hampden-Sydney.  We  shall 
need  large  sums  of  endowment  to  enable  us  to  maintain 
a  decent  wage-level,  but  wise  administration  involves 
even  more  than  a  favorable  salary  for  teachers.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  institution  to  encourage  them  to 
retain  an  alert  interest  in  their  chosen  fields,  to  provide 
a  chance  for  them  to  continue  being  scholars  as  well  as 
teachers.  We  must  furnish  research  opportunities,  ade- 
quate library  facilities,  sufficient  and  modern  equip- 
ment, and  modest  means  for  publication.  We  can  make 
a  start  on  many  of  these  objectives  through  our  annual 
operating  budget,  but   if  they   are   really  important  to 


us  we  should  seek  endowed  funds  to  guarantee  continu- 
ing opportunities  to  the  professors  who  are  so  vital  to 
the  education  of  the  young  men  studying  at  Hampden- 
Sydney. 

An  obvious  need  is  for  nn  improved  physical  plant. 
Bricks  and  mortar  are  not  the  total  educational  answer, 
but  they  are  necessary.  The  same  may  be  said  of  equip- 
ment for  laboratory,  classroom,  and  library.  Facilities  for 
scientific  experiments,  for  routine  reading,  and  for  stu- 
dent dining  are  now  overcrowded  and.  to  an  appreciable 
degree,  archaic  at  Hampden-Sydney.  Ancient  languages 
are  well  and  good,  but  ancient  laboratories  are  neither 
well  nor  good.  Vast  changes  in  the  physical  and  bio- 
logical disciplines  within  the  last  decades  are  primary 
reasons  why  we  must  provide  additional  space  to  ac- 
comodate the  new  methods  of  demonstrating  the  natural 
sciences.  Even  the  most  devoted  professors  cannot 
triumphantly  teach  nuclear  physics  in  a  distinctly  New- 
tonian laboratory.  Modern  foreign  languages  are  now 
more  effectively  learned  with  the  aid  of  electronic  de- 
vices in  a  language  laboratory.  We  have  made  a  modest 
beginning  on  these  new  linguistic  techniques  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney. but  the  possibilities  of  their  effectiveness  in 
teaching  are  almost  unlimited  if  we  are  able  to  provide 
the  equipment  and  the  proper  space.  And  let  us  not 
forget  our  obligation  to  make  available  adequate  and 
comfortable  quarters  for  the  members  of  our  staff  with 
their  families.  All  of  you  know  that  we  have  no  backlog 
of  nearby  urban  housing  and  that  we  are  in  the  critical 
position  of  being  forced  to  add  residence  facilities  for 
almost  every  addition  to  our  faculty  and  staff. 

Finally,  ire  must  enrich  our  cultural  and  spiritual 
environment.  We  are  eager  to  invite  to  our  campus  visit- 
ing professors,  guest  lecturers,  active  artists,  powerful 
preachers,  and  other  stimulating  personalities  who  will 
bring  to  us  new  thoughts  and  new  ideas  against  which 
our  students  can  test  the  value  of  their  learning  and 
measure  the  moral  criteria  they  are  establishing  for 
themselves.  Again  I  say  we  can  move,  and  are  moving. 
into  this  area  by  using  some  operating  money,  but  the 
shaping  of  a  program  worthy  of  Hampden-Sydney  de- 
mands increased   endowment. 

Out  of  a  recognition  of  these  needs  has  come  the  pro- 
gram announced  in  this  issue  of  The  Record.  And  I 
hasten  to  add  that  this  is  not  a  formula  enumerated 
either  superficially  or  quickly.  While  this  last  year  has 
seen  concentrated  study  and  planning  and  the  drafting 
of  specific  schedules,  the  pattern  for  the  future  has  been 
taking  shape  in  the  minds  of  the  trustees,  faculty,  and 
administration  over  a  long  period  of  time.  The  finance 
committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  administration 
of  the  college,  visiting  architectural  specialists  as  well 
as  professional  authorities  in  various  disciplines  of  the 
academic  world,  individual  members  of  the  faculty,  and 
the  engineering  firm  of  Clark,  Nexon  &  Owen  of  Lynch- 
burg. Virginia,  have  pooled  their  thoughts  and  their 
energies  in  the  preparation  of  this  roadmap  to  the  fu- 
ture. 

The  use  of  the  word  roadmap  is  made  deliberately. 
This  program  is  our  guide,  and  the  basic  considerations 
announced  in  it  will  be  followed  as  closely  as  possible. 
At  the  same  time  we  shall  feel  free  to  change  our  route 
when  necessities  dictate,  as  long  as  our  path  leads  us  to 
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thf  ultimate  objective.  The  approval  given  to  the  pro- 
gram by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  meetings  in  July 
does  not  mean  that  we  are  rigid  in  our  procedures.  At 
the  present  time  the  program  as  outlined  appears  to  be 
the  most  direct  way  to  travel. 

What  hope  do  we  have  of  achieving  our  goals?  We 
know  that  our  objectives  are  both  modest  and  essential ; 
our  needs  in  terms  of  dollars  are  keyed  to  our  calendar 
and  resources  in  a  most  reasonable  way.  This  move  is 
also  keyed  to  our  conscience.  There  is  an  imperative  here 
which  cannot  be  submerged  under  secondary  interests. 
We  >ball  be  calling  on  each  of  you  to  assist  us :  with- 
out  you  this  program  holds  no  chance  of  success. 

Our  immediate  need  is  three  million  dollars  in  order 
to  build  a  new  science  building,  to  erect  a  new  library. 
to  convert  our  present  library  into  a  student  center  with 
dining  facilities,  to  provide  an  addition  to  Gammon 
Gymnasium  for  a  swimming  pool,  and  to  build  new 
faculty  homes,  all  supported  by  increased  endowment. 
A  modest  expansion  of  enrollment  will  accompany  this 
first  phase  of  our  building  program. 

The  Presbyterians  in  the  Synod  of  Virginia  are  being 
presented  with  a  plea  for  pledges  to  an  enterprise  in 


which  the  Campus  Christian  Life  Program,  Mary-Bald- 
win College,  and  Hampden-Sydney  will  share.  The  goal 
here  is  $2,500,000  with  Hampden-Svdney  listed  for 
45%  of  the  total  sum.  By  February  28,  1959,  this 
campaign  is  to  be  concluded.  If  you  are  a  communicant 
of  the  Synod,  we  ask  your  cooperation  in  this  Synod- 
sponsored  effort. 

The  college-administered  campaign  directed  at  alum- 
ni outside  the  Synod  of  Virginia  and  at  our  other 
friends  will  be  compressed  within  the  period  March  1st 
to  June  30th.  1959.  You  will  receive  details  later. 

Again  I  remind  you  that  the  necessity  for  carrying 
out  our  annual  giving  program  to  sustain  the  operating 
budget  is  just  as  strong  this  year  as  ever.  Thus,  you. 
the  alumni,  must  reconcile  yourselves  to  both  an  early 
request  for  the  usual  operating  funds  and  to  a  later  one 
for  capital-funds  gifts. 

This  is  indeed  a  time  of  testing.  Knowing  the  loyalty 
of  the  alumni,  I  say  that  we  cannot  fail.

H-S  Embarks  on  $10,000,000 
Development  Program 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  at  its  annual  meeting  last 
July,  approved  a  ten-million-dollar  development  pro- 
gram to  enable  Hampden-Sydney  to  "maintain  its  tra- 
ditional and  high-quality  liberal  arts  education  in  the 
face  of  the  changing  and  growing  demands  of  our 
ty." 


Approximately  $4,000,000  will  be  used  for  physical 
plant  additions  and  improvements  and  $6,000,000  will 
be  applied  to  the  endowment  of  the  institution.  This 
objective  is  to  be  reached  not  later  than  1976".  when  the 
College  will  observe  the  two  hundredth  anniversary  of 
its   founding. 

The  first  phase  of  the  campaign,  to  be  completed  in 
the  next  three  years,  involves  a  total  of  $3,000,000.  Of 
this  amount  approximately  $1. 000,000  will  be  used  to 
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erect  a  new  science  building,  a  library,  a  swimming 
pool,  to  remodel  the  current  library  for  use  as  a  stu- 
dent center,  and  to  erect  new  faculty  homes.  The  balance 
will  go  to  endowment  to  be  used  primarily  for  con- 
tinuing increases  in  salaries  for  faculty. 

The  order  of  priority  for  various  phases  of  the  pro- 
gram is  based  on  a  decision  of  the  trustees  to  assure  the 
continuance  of  high  quality  in  the  educational  offerings 
at  the  present  level  of  enrollment.  400  students,  and 
then  provide  fur  an  increase  in  enrollment  to  GtKI  stu- 
dents as  rapidly  as  facilities  and  finances  permit. 

The  new  science  building  will  be  designed  for  an 
enrollment  of  600  and  will  cost  $710,101.  Modern 
facilities  and  equipment  will  be  provided  for  the  de- 
partments of  chemistry,  physics,  and  biology  for  in- 
struction in  the  basic  courses.  In  addition,  new  space  for 
faculty  and  student  research,  for  a  natural  science  lib- 
rary, and  for  expanded  offerings  will  be  included  in  the 
building.  Faculty  members  are  studying  the  possibili- 
ties for  multiple  use  of  space  and  equipment  to  provide 
for  coordination  of  offerings  and  elimination  of  duplica- 
tion. 

The  new  library,  also  designed  for  an  enrollment  of 
600  students,  will  provide  for  80,000  volumes.  The 
estimated  cost  of  building  equipment  is  $406,000.  Study 
and  reading  quarters  will  be  placed  around  the  area  of 
book  storage  for  easy  access  to  needed  volumes.  Seminar 
rooms,  listening  rooms,  and  rooms  for  study  of  micro- 
filmed documents  will  also  be  included. 

The  current  library  will  be  renovated  and  an  addi- 
tion made  to  the  building  to  provide  an  effective  student 
center.  A  modern  kitchen,  food  storage  and  service 
facilities,  and  new  dining  area  will  be  installed.  A 
lounge,  private  dining  facilities,  snack  bar  and  college 
store,  television  room,  and  other  recreational  facilities 
will  be  included  in  the  structure.  The  cost  of  the  addi- 
tion and  equipment  is  estimated  to  be  $238,000. 

The  new  swimming  pool,  to  cost  $106,000,  will  be 
housed  in  an  addition  to  Gammon  Gymnasium.  As  well 
as  offering  additional  recreational  opportunities  for  stu- 
dents, the  presence  of  the  new  pool  will  enable  the  phy- 
sical education  department  to  expand  and  strengthen 
its  program.  Swimming  will  be  introduced  as  a  new 
intercollegiate  sport. 

The  College  is  planning  the  erection  of  twelve  new 
homes  for  faculty  members  as  they  are  needed.  Six  are 
planned  for  construction  in  the  first  phase  of  the  campus 
development  program. 

Faculty  salaries  at  Hampden-Sydney  have  been 
markedly  improved  in  the  last  few  years,  and  the  pro- 
jected increase  in  endowment  will  guarantee  continued 
strengthening  of  the  salary  schedule  in  order  that  the 
current  outstanding  faculty  will  be  retained  and  that 
additions  of  equal  quality  can  be  made. 

In  addition  to  a  larger  endowment  for  faculty  sal- 
aries, the  College  has  plans  for  increased  scholarship 
offerings,  cultural  lecture  series,  a  program  for  invit- 
ing outstanding  scholars   and   national    figures   to   the 


campus,  and  expanded  opportunities  for  research  and 
advanced  study  by  faculty,  all  of  which  will  require  the 
acquisition  of  $6,000,000  in  additional  endowment. 

President  Robert  elaborated  on  this  phase  of  the  pro- 
gram in  a  news  release  of  August  3  :  ''While  momentarily 
our  emphasis  seems  to  be  on  dollars  and  buildings,  it 
should  be  made  plain  that  these  are  merely  the  in- 
struments to  be  used  in  maintaining  the  superb  educa- 
tional process  which  has  characterized  this  College  for 
almost  two  centuries.  As  I  have  already  said,  we  must 
provide  an  adequate  scale  of  faculty  salaries.  And  we 
must  be  able  to  assist  financially  those  students  who 
have  both  ability  and  need.  Certainly  every  institution 
alert  to  its  responsibilities  should  make  available  op- 
portunities for  research  and  advanced  study  to  its  teach- 
ers. Obviously  we  must  from  time  to  time  bring  to  our 
campus  visiting  scholars  and  public  figures  to  acquaint 
our  students  with  the  best  thinking  in  our  society." 

In  later  phases  of  the  development  program,  to  be 
completed  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  first  phase, 
plans  call  for  the  construction  of  two  75-man  dormi- 
tories, renovation  and  refurnishing  of  existing  build- 
ings, a  new  classroom  building,  and  additional  faculty 
homes.  Certain  existing  spaces  will  be  renovated  for 
other  purposes  as  soon  as  some  of  the  new  buildings 
are  completed.  When  the  kitchen  and  dining  facilities 
are  moved  from  Tenable  Hall,  the  dormitory  for  fresh- 
men, the  area  will  be  converted  to  provide  a  new  lounge 
as  well  as  additional  dormitory  rooms. 

The  trustees  are  studying  proposals  for  alternate  uses 
of  present  structures.  The  building  which  now  houses 
the  college  shop  and  store  could  be  utilized  as  an  in- 
firmary, while  Graham  Hall  could  be  used  to  provide 
more  dormitory  rooms.  Construction  of  a  new  science 
building  will  free  the  present  structure.  Bagby  Hall, 
for  new  administration  offices  as  well  as  additional 
classrooms.  The  present  administration  building  will 
also  be  used  to  house  students.  The  new  dormitory  spaces 
in  the  three  existing  buildings  would  house  approxi- 
mately fifty  students. 

The  firm  of  Clark.  Xexsen  and  Owen,  architects  and 
engineers  of  Lynchburg,  has  served  as  consultants  for 
the  College  in  the  study  and  preparation  of  the  develop- 
ment program. 

The  bulk  of  the  funds  for  phase  one  of  the  program 
i<  expected  to  come  from  campaigns  to  be  conducted 
during  1958  and  1959  by  the  Synod  of  Virginia  of  the 
Presbyterian  church  and  by  the  ('"liege.  The  Synod 
of  Virginia  announced  in  April  that  it  would  seek  to 
raise  $2,500,000  this  fall  and  winter  for  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  Mary  Baldwin  Colleges  and  for  its  Campus 
Christian  Life  program.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Hampden-Sydney  has  approved  a  campaign  for  an  ad- 
ditional $1,000,000  by  the  college  next  spring. 

Dr.  Robert,  in  commenting  on  the  Synod  Campaign, 
said,  "We  are  grateful  to  the  Presbyterians  of  the  Synod 
for  encouraging  us  to  plan  and  to  work  for  the  future 
of  Hampden-Sydney.  The  college  has  had  strong  ties 
with  the  church  for  almost  two  centuries  and  our  rela- 
tionship can  only  be  strengthened  as  we  work  together 
to  promote  Christian  Higher  Education  in  Virginia.'' 
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The    Commonwealth    "Best    in 
the   U.  S." 

The  Commonwealth j  the  monthly  magazine  published 
by  the  Virginia  Chamber  of  Commerce,  was  adjudged 
the  l»'st  state  chamber  magazine  in  the  United  States 
at  the  tenth  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Commerce  Publications  held  in  Norfolk,  June 
34-27. 

The  letter  from  the  committee  of  judges  said  that 
The  Commonwealth  was  professionally  produced,  con- 
tained an  outstanding  selection  of  art  and  articles,  had 
excellent  advertising  makeup,  was  well  printed,  and  "is 
certainly  the  most  distinctive." 

The  judges  also  said  that  The  Commonwealth  "rates 
the  highest"  among  state  chamber  magazines  for  the 
work  it  does  in  building  good  will  and  prestige  for 
Virginia. 

This  is  the  second  national  award  won  by  The  Com- 
monwealth. In  an  appraisal  of  state  chamber  magazines 
made  in  1950  by  the  American  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Executives,  the  Virginia  magazine  was  judged  to  be 
lirst.  In  the  ACCK  appraisal  the  following  year,  it  tied 
for  second  place — no  first  award  being'  made  that  year. 

These  are  the  only  three  national  competitions  in 
which  The  Commonwealth  has  been  entered.  The  high 
rating  given  the  magazine  in  all  three  contests  confirms 
the  opinion  of  Virginians,  who  have  long  rated  it  as 
"tops". 

All  this  is  of  especial  interest  to  Hampden-Sydney 
alumni,  for  the  editor  of  The  Commonwealth  since  1945 
has  been  William  S.  Lacy.  Jr..  who  graduated  from 
Hampden-Sydney  with  an  A.B.  degree  in  1929.  While 
in  college  his  journalistic  ability  was  already  manifest 
when  he  served  with  distinction  as  editor-in-chief  of  the 
1928  Kaleidoscope  and  editor-in-chief  of  the  1928-29 
Tiger.  lie  also  edited  the  1928  Freshman  Handbook 
and  was  president  of  the  Philanthropic  Literary  So- 
ciety during  his  junior  year.

Bruce,  ':>(>.  has  been  appointed  to  the  three- 
member  Virginia  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  Board  by 
Governor  Lindsay  Almond.  At  the  time  of  his  ap- 
pointment, he  was  engaged  in  the  real  estate  business 
in  Farmville  ami  was  a  member  of  the  Prince  Edward 
County   Board  of  Supervisors.  He  will  reside  in  Rich- 

lllnllil. 

The  oath  of  office  was  administered  on  August  1.  As 
one-third  of  the  administering  board  that  runs  Vir- 
ginia's $100,000,000  Alcoholic  Beverage  Control  sys- 
tem, the  new  appointee  will  deal  mainly  with  licensing 
and  inspection  programs. 

Mr.  Bruce  is  from  a  family  native  to  Prince  Edward 
County.  1 1  is  fat  her.  the  late  W.  Basil  Bruce,  represented 
Prince  Edward  and  Cumberland  counties  in  the  Vir- 
ginia House  of  Delegates  for  several  terms. 

From  1936  to  1942  Mr.  Bruce  served  in  the  sales 
department  of  Brown  and  Williamson  Tobacco  Cor- 
poration.  IL  enlisted  in  the  Army  in  1942  and  served 
■a:  a  combat   infantry  division  captain   in  the  European 


campaigns.  He  took  active  leadership  in  reactivating 
the  National  Guard  unit  at  Farmville,  and  was  first 
company  commander  of  the  reorganized  group.  The 
press  of  business  forced  him  to  terminate  active  Guard 
service  in  1952. 

Upon  his  return  from  military  service,  Mr.  Bruce 
became  a  member  of  T.  W.  Bloomfield  and  Son,  Inc., 
a  Farmville  plumbing  and  heating  contracting  firm, 
until  he  sold  his  interest  last  year.  In  1953  he  was 
appointed  to  the  county  board  of  supervisors  to  fill 
an  unexpired  term. 

During  last  year's  Virginia  gubernatorial  campaign, 
he  served  as  an  aide  in  the  headquarters  organization 
of  Mr.  Almond.

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Emmett,  chief  surgeon  of  the  C  &  0  system,  paid  the 
following  tribute  to  this  outstanding  doctor:  "Billy 
Gilmer  might  well  be  termed  a  'doctor's  doctor.'  He 
has  given  his  complete  effort  to  the  support  of  his  pro- 
fession. He  has  attained  eminence  in  his  special  field  of 
work  by  virtue  of  his  intelligent  and  vigorous  attention 
to  details.  Few  men  of  Dr.  Gilmer's  professional  in- 
terest ever  find  time  for  a  community  effort.  .  .  .  He 
has  been  an  exception  to  this  general  rule  because  he 
has  served  on  city  council  and  has  contributed  his 
support  to  all  that  has  been  worthwhile  in  his  com- 
munity. 

"The  one  thing  that  Dr.  Gilmer  would  be  remembered 
for  always  is  his  devout  Christian  life,  his  support  of 
his  church,  and  his  great  contribution  to  the  teach- 
ing and  interpretation  of  the  Bible.  Clifton  Forge  is  a 
better  city  as  a  result  of  Dr.  Gilmer's  contribution  to 
its  spiritual  life."  Dr.  Emmett  concluded  with  the  state- 
ment that  it  would  be  a  great  satisfaction  to  him  to 
know  that  Dr.  Gilmer  would,  even  in  retirement,  be 
available  to  the  staff  of  the  hospital  for  professional, 
moral,  and  spiritual  advice. 

Dr.  Gilmer  was  born  in  Draper's  Valley,  Virginia, 
in  1890.  He  graduated  from  Hampden-Sydney  College 
and  received  his  medical  training  and  degree  from  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia.  He  married  the  former 
Helen  Newman  and  has  three  daughters. 

World  War  I  found  Dr.  Gilmer  going  overseas  with 
the  5th  Division  of  Marines.  After  fighting  with  them 
in  France  he  emerged  as  one  of  the  most  extensively 
decorated  battlefront  doctors  in  the  war.  He  was  dec- 
orated with  the  Croix  de  Guerre,  the  Silver  Star,  and 
the  Purple  Heart,  with  the  citations  presented  by  Gen- 
eral John  J.  Pershing,  commander  of  the  American 
Expeditionary  Forces,  Major  General  Lejeune  of  the 
Marine  Corps,  and  General  Henri  Philippe  Petain,  com- 
mander of  the  French  forces. 

After  World  War  I  Dr.  Gilmer  served  for  five  years 
as  a  medical  missionary  in  Korea  under  the  Foreign 
Missions  Board  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.  He 
returned  to  Clifton  Forge  to  become  the  head  of  the 
Department  of  Radiology  at  C  &  0  Hospital  in  1928. 
Here  he  was  associated  with  Dr.  J.  M.  Emmett,  who 
had  been  a  classmate  at  the  Medical  College  and  a 
companion  during  service  in   World   War  I. 

Medicine  and  religion  have  gone  hand  in  hand  with 
Dr.  Gilmer  all  through  life.  For  many  years  he  has 
taught  the  Men's  Bible  Class  at  Clifton  Forge  Presby- 
terian Church,  his  weekly  lessons  having  been  broadcast 
from  Covington  and  Lexington.  He  has  been  a  valued 
member  of  the  City  Council,  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, and  the  Clifton  Forge  Development  Corporation.

Five  years  later,  June  1911,  I 
became  an   ordained  minister  of   the   Gospel. 

"Presbytery  meets  in  a  few  days  to  act  upon  my  resignation 
as  Executive  Secretary  and  retirement  from  the  active  ministry. 
I  do  not  anticipate  any  unfavorable  action. 

"Accordingly  we  shall  be  terribly  busy  for  the  next  20  days 
winding  up  affairs  and  preparing  to  start  for  48  St.  Dunstan's 
Road,  Asheville,  N.C.,  on  the  afternoon  of  Monday,  Sept.  22. 
Fortunately,  we  have  a  house  to  enter  and  it  will  be  good  to 
be  back  in  the  spot  which  was  home  to  us  for  many  years. 

"The  Lord  has  been  good  to  us  and  we  have  enjoyed  working 
in  this  Presbytery.  As  you  may  know,  I  was  automatically  retired 
on  my  70th  birthday.  According  to  the  laws  of  our  Church  I  was 
permitted  to  be  re-elected  each  year  to  the  time  of  my  75th  birth- 
day. I  have  been  re-elected  four  times  and  could  remain  for 
one  more  election  starting  with  March  12,  1959.  However,  I 
expect  to  continue  preaching  as  an  occasional  or  temporary 
supply   for   years   to   come,   as  my   father  did." 


1912 

State  Senator  Harry  C.  Stuart  of  Elk  Garden  has  been  named  as 
a  member  of  the  Virginia  Civil  War  Commission.

1916

on  The  Virginia  Poets  and  Their  Poetry.  Included  in  this  article, 
with  an  accompanying  picture,  was  the  following;  "A  discussion 
of  living  Virginia  poets  calls  to  mind  the  names  of  at  least 
four  writers  with  long-established  national  reputations.  Leigh 
Hanes  of  Roanoke  is  certainly  one  of  the  important  lyric  poets  in 
the  country.  His  books  of  verse  include  "Song  of  the  New  Her- 
cules", "Green  Girdle,"  "The  Star  That  I  See,"  and  "Wide  the 
Gate."

SIMPSON.  The  Reverend  John  Francis  Minor  Simpson,  '15,  died 
in  Frederick,  Maryland,  on  Thursday,  June  5,  1958.  His  death 
resulted  from  a  stroke  suffered  early  in  May.  He  was  s;xty-eight 
years  old. 

Mr.  Simpson  was  born  near  Mahoningtown,  Pennsylvania,  the 
son  of  the  late  Charles  Robert  and  Mabel  Noel  Minor  Simpson.  His 
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early  childhood  was  spent  in  areas  of  Pennsylvania,  and  in  1900 
he  moved  with  his  family  to  Orange  County,  Virginia.  Here  he 
was  tutored  by  a  governess.  Moving  to  Maryland,  Mr.  Simpson 
entered  the  Frederick  Boys'  High  School.  Following  graduation,  he 
came  to  Hampden-Sydney  for  his  college  education.  After  leaving 
Hampden-Sydney,  he  entered  Y.  M.  C.  A.  work  in  Frederick  and 
became  interested  in  working  with  baseball  groups.  He  served  in 
World  War  I  as  a  private.  In  1924  he  entered  Princeton  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  graduating  in  1927.  Ordained  as  a  Presbyterian 
minister,  he  subsequently  held  pastorates  in  the  Canadian  pro- 
vinces of  Alberta,  Manitoba,  British  Columbia,  Saskatchewan,  and 
in  Nova  Scotia. 

In  1935,  due  to  ill  health,  Mr.  Simpson  came  back  to  the  United 
States.  This  was  a  return  to  youth  activities,  in  which  he  estab- 
lished a  reputation  for  unselfishness  even  to  the  extent  of  de- 
privation to  himself,  physical  and  financial.  On  February  2,  1957, 
Mr.  Simpson  received  the  highest  honor  given  in  scouting  when  he 
was  presented  with  the  Silver  Beaver  Award  at  the  Fourth  Annual 
Scouters  Recognition  Dinner  held  in  Washington.  The  year  1935 
had  marked  the  beginning  of  his  scout  organization  work.  Not 
confining  Irmself  to  cities  or  towns,  Mr.  Simpson  moved  out  into 
the  rural  area,  organizing  and  leading  troops.  Many  of  his  rural 
units  "were  Lone  Cubs  and  Lone  Scouts,  but  in  technical  name 
only,  for  with  Mr.  Simpson  at  the  helm,  it  was  said  they  were 
never  alone. 

In  addition  to  scout  activities,  Mr.  Simpson  was  the  guiding 
light  in  the  formation  of  baseball  leagues  in  the  city  of  Frederick 
and  surrounding  area.  He  assisted  in  the  organization  of  the 
Frederick  County  Baseball  League  and  served  as  its  secretary.  For 
years  he  was  manager  of  the  Frederick  Athletic  Club  football 
team  and  was  an  executive  of  a  bowling  league.  Numerous 
leagues  were  formed  under  his  guidance,  and  among  these  were 
the  regular  students  of  a  large  number  of  elementary  and  high 
schools. 

In  spite  of  this  unselfish  career  of  service  to  youth,  Mr.  Simp- 
son had  time  for  reporting.  From  1917  until  1956,  when  he  re- 
tired, he  was  a  reporter  on  the  Frederick  News  and  the  Frederick 
Post.  With  his  connections  among  the  county  communities,  his 
contributions  to  the  paper  were  invaluable. 

Mr.  Simpson  "was  also  an  active  member  of  the  American 
Legion  and  secretary  of  the  Frederick  County  Law  and  Order 
League. 

The  Frederick  Post,  in  the  June  6  edition,  had  tlvs  to  say: 
"Those  who  knew  him  recognized  that  he  lived  virtually  for  others 
and  much  of  the  good  he  did  was  by  'Mr.  Anonymous.'  His  hikes 
are  legend,  for  ■winter,  summer,  spring,  or  fall  he  could  be  found 
almost  any  place  in  the  country — going  to  or  coming  from  a  scout 
meeting.  .  .  .  Associates  also  knew  him  as  a  brilliant  person, 
particularly  in  such  academic  subjects  as  history.  However  his 
hobby  was  youth,  and  though  a  brilliant  person,  he  was  never 
above  them  (the  kids)  when  he  was  with  them." 

Surviving  are  his  brother,  William  Hays  Simpson,  Duke  Univer- 
sity, Durham,  North  Carolina;  a  sister,  Mrs.  Mercurio  Parziale,  of 
New  Market,  Maryland;  two  nieces;  and  two  nephews. 

Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Frederick  with  burial  in  Mt.  Olivet  Cemetery. 

Few  alumni  have  shown  the  love  and  interest  in  the  College 
which  Mr.  Simpson  displayed.  He  found  time  to  serve  as  class 
manager  for  the  Alumni  Fund  many  times,  and  was  always  zeal- 
ous in  his  efforts.  His  frequent  communications  to  the  Alumni 
Office  kept  him  in  constant  touch.   He  will  be  missed. 

SMITH.  Dr.  John  William  Rosser  Smith,  '98,  died  on  July  19,  1958, 
at  a  nursing  home  in  Charlottesville,  Virginia.  He  was  eighty-two 
years  old. 

Dr.  Smith  was  a  native  of  Milton,  Albemarle  County,  the  son 
of  the  late  Downing  L.  and  Willie  Minor  Marshall  Smith.  After 
studying  at  Pantops  Academy  four  sessions  with  Dr.  G.  H.  Denny, 
he  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  on  a  scholarship  offered  by  Dr. 
Denny.  Dr.  Smith  received  his  degree  in  medicine  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  in  1900.  He  practiced  in  Pocahontas  County, 
West  Virginia,  and  in  1923  returned  to  Albemarle  County,  where 
he  practiced  general  medicine  until  his  retirement  in  the  mid- 
thirties. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  Charlottesville,  with  burial  in 
Monticello  Memorial  Park. 

Survivors  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Bess'e  Omohundro  Smith;  three 
daughters,  Mrs.  McNeil  Marshal  of  Blacksburg,  Mrs.  James 
W.  Cole,  Jr.,  of  Charlottesville,  and  Mrs.  Robert  E.  Holman 
of  New  Brunswick,  New  Jersey;  four  sisters,  Mrs.  E.  S.  Gregory 
of  Tuscumbia,   Alabama,   Mrs.   George   E.   Morlensen  of   Blackwell, 


Oklahoma,  and  Miss  Susie  P.  Smith  and  Miss  Mary  E.  Smith,  both 
of  Charlottesville;  a  brother.  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Smith  of  Farmville;  and 
six  grandchildren. 

WILSON.  David  Cooper  Wilson,  dean  emeritus  and  professor  of 
Greek  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  died  early  in  the  morning  of 
July  17  at  the  Southside  Community  Hospital,  Farmville,  where 
he  had  been  taken  the  day  before,  following   a  heart  attack. 

Dr.  Wilson  had  been  a  member  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  faculty 
since  1923.  Though  his  subject,  Greek,  was  notoriously  one  of 
the  most  difficult  in  the  curriculum,  his  warm  and  forceful  person- 
ality and  vigorous  teaching  soon  made  it  one  of  the  favorite 
courses  in  the  college,  and  Dr.  Wilson  was  repeatedly  voted  most 
popular  member  of  the  faculty  in  student  polls.  One  of  his  former 
students  said,  "His  was  the  one  class  in  which  I  haled  to  hear  the 
bell  ring  at  the  end  of  the  period." 

As  dean  of  the  college,  Dr.  Wilson  was  known  as  a  strict  but 
thoroughly  fair  administrator  and  disciplinarian.  His  straightfor- 
wardness was  admired  by  students  and  professors  alike.  "You 
play  fair  with  me  and  I'll  play  fair  with  you,"  was  his  frequent 
admonition  to  students,  and  they  knew  that  it  was  so. 

This  high  regard  continued  after  his  retirement  from  teaching  in 
1957,  and  the  1958  edition  of  The  Kaleidoscope,  the  student  annual, 
in  its  dedication  spoke  of  him  as  one  of  "the  most  able  admini- 
strators, endeared  professors,  and  Christian  men  who  are  numbered 
in  the  rolls  of  great  men  who  have  dedicated  their  lives  to  Hamp- 
den-Sydney College." 

Dr.  Wilson  was  born  in  Clarinda,  Iowa,  on  January  30,  1882. 
He  was  a  graduate  of  Princeton  University,  receiving  his  A.B. 
degree  in  1904  and  his  A.M.  in  1910.  In  1916  he  married  Miss 
Mary  Scott  Spencer.  Dr.  Wilson  was  the  recipient  of  a  Ph.D. 
degree  from  the  University  of  Michigan. 

Following  his  graduation  from  Princeton,  he  accepted  the  po- 
sition of  professor  of  Greek  at  Whitworth  College  in  Washington. 
From  1906  to  1909  he  was  teacher  of  Latin  and  Greek  in  Broad- 
way High  School  in  Seattle.  After  graduate  work  at  Princeton, 
he  held  successively  the  positions  of  professor  of  Greek  at  Tarkio 
College,  Missouri  (1911-12),  professor  of  Latin  at  Sterling  College, 
Kansas  (1913-14),  and  associate  headmaster  at  Moran  School  for 
Boys  in  Seattle  (1914-22). 

Dr.  Wilson  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  as  professor  of  Greek  and 
German  in  1923.  He  was  made  dean  of  the  college  in  1939,  re- 
tiring from  this  office  in  1954.  He  was  a  member  of  Omicron  Delta 
Kappa,   Lambda   Chi   Alpha,   and   Eta   Sigma   Phi. 

He  was  an  active  participant  in  church  and  community  affairs. 
He  had  been  an  elder  in  College  Church  at  Hampden-Sydney 
s'nce  1943,  and  was  the  teacher  of  the  men's  Bible  class  for  a 
number  of  years.  Here  he  happily  brought  to  bear  the  same 
Socratic  method  of  teaching  that  he  used  so  successfully  in  his  col- 
lege classes.  Earlier  this  year  members  of  the  Sunday  School  and 
church  presented  a  lectern  to  the  Sunday  School  in  recognition  of 
the  long  years  of  service  rendered  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Wilson. 

Following  his  retirement  from  teaching,  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Wilson 
continued  to  reside  at  Hampden-Sydney.  Dr.  Wilson  was  a  well- 
known  figure  in  Farmville,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  Lions 
Club. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Mary  Spencer  Wilson;  a  brother, 
the  Reverend  Andrew  W.  Wilson  of  Mt.  Vernon,  state  of  Wash- 
ington; a  niece,  Mrs.  Betty  Wilson  Hill;  and  two  nephews,  David 
C.  Wilson,  II,  and  Gibson  Wilson,  both  of  Seattle,  Washington. 
Their  son  and  only  child.  Lieutenant  Commander  David  Spencer 
Wilson  gave  his  life  in  the  service  of  his  country  during  World 
War  II. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  College  Church,  Hampden-Syd- 
ney, on  Friday  afternoon,  July  18,  at  four  o'clock.  Burial  was  in 
the  church  cemetery. 

Upon  learning  of  Dr.  Wilson's  death,  Dr.  Joseph  C.  Robert,  presi- 
dent, issued  the  following  statement: 

"The  entire  community  is  saddened  at  the  unexpected  loss  of 
Dr.  Wilson,  a  beloved  administrator,  a  great  teacher,  and  a  warm 
friend. 

"His  grand  interest  in  his  colleagues  and  in  his  students,  an 
interest  seasoned  with  a  mellow  good  humor,  made  him  a  vital 
part  of  the  campus  in  retirement  as  well  as  in  his  period  of  active 
service.  As  an  enthusiastic  exponent  of  the  classical  languages,  he 
was  a  powerful  force  in  maintaining  the  humanistic  tradit'on  here 
on  the  Hill.  His  concern  for  the  individual  student  will  long  be 
remembered  by  those  anxious  to  preserve  the  way  of  life  found 
in  the  small  college  emphasizing  the  traditional  educational  values. 

"The  Dean  will  be  greatly  missed.  His  memory  will  always  in- 
spire scholars  and  teachers  dedicated  to  the  art  of  inducing  young 
men  to  learn  cheerfully,  to  think  logically,  and  to  live  graciously."
